New Orleans District Attor- 1 
ney Jim Garrison subpenaed 


Hicks as a material witness in 
his investigation. Hicks was re- 
portedly beaten in a New Or- 
leans hotel room Jan. 11, sev- 
eral hours before he was to 
testify. 

A Garfield County mental 
health panel recommended 
Hicks be sent to Fort Supply 
for examination and treatment.
